Scublu manure ia tho bast material in 


which to rciir luushrouniH, beds of it proper- 
ly prepared being almost certain to yield 
a crop without any artificial admixture 
of spawn. The spawn oE the mushroom 
ii a thread-like underground structure 
which it produces, and on artificial beds 
it is usual to plant apiece of this reproduc- 
tive material. Those mushroom gardens are 
frequently made in underground cellars; 
one advantage of subterranean culture 
being the uniformity of temperature thus 
chained. Some of the large English ho- 
tels now grow their own mushrooms in 
this way. Describing one of these gardens 
lately, a correspondent of the danlenir's 
C/n-unicli: states that in the underground 
cellars of the hotel at the Crystal Palace, 
near Birmingham, he saw last winter the 
finest crop of mushrooms he had ever be- 
hc.ld; the beds were made up on the floor 
with manure from the stables, and for 
nil months they produced an abundance 
of fine fleshy, well flavored mushrooms. 


A m-operfy cultivated bed of this kind, 


in full bearing, will yield from four to 
live pounds of these fung weekly for 
every square yard. The largest establish- 
ments of this "kind, however, aro in the 
neighborhood of Paris, wJiere the exten- 
sive galleries of the disused city quarters 
are utilized for this purpose. In these the 
bcdu run for miles, the mushrooms pro- 
duced 
being usually of small s.ixo—a 


feature which rather enhances their value. 
Occasionally, 
however, 
those 
cata- 


combs have produced enormous speci- 
mens, as the one weighing six ptninds two 
ounces, the cup of which measured thir- 
teen inches in diameter, aud which waa 
considered sufliciently remarkable to be 
presented to the reigning sovereign Lotiia 
Philippe. The quantity of mushrooms 
produced nnnUHlly in those galk'ries is 
not known, but there are no fewer than 
lifil)growers; and a single society, recently 
founded for duveloping mushroom cultiva- 
tion iu the city vaults and quarries, is 
said to obtain nearly a tun daily from its 
beds.—J-klinburtj Scotsman.

A New iJraiii for Ihu South. 


Rev. II. II. Pratt, of South Carolina, 


who was for some time a missionary in 
South America, has presented to the pub- 
lic a new cereal, which he calls the millo- 
maizc. It is found in Columbia in large 
quantities, and forms the common food 
of tke working classes there, and is also 
used I'or working animals. 
Mr. Pratt 


has been successfully growing it inSouth 
Carolina for several years. The taken 
made from it. ground into meal, are pre- 
ferred to corn meal bread. 
Tlic Savan- 


nah 
Guano Company's chemist pro- 


nounces it superior in food qualities to 
wheat. 
Experiments show that from 50 


to 100 bushels of clean seed per acre can 
be raised. Mr. Pratt describes l.he plant 
as follows: "The plant is allied to the 
sorghum and Guinea corn families, and 
should not bo planted where there is any 
danger of mixing them. The grain is 
smaller and more mealy thari'the Guinea 
corn, the heads are larger s»d more com- 
pact, and the color is milk-white instead 
of red. 
It diflera from the sorghum in 


this, that the sugar it contains is fully 
converted into corn when the grain ma- 
tures—so that the pith of the green 
stalks becomes as dry and tasteless as 
that of Indian corn when the stalk is 
dead. 
In Uarranquilla, on tl«j coast, 


where we have a dry season (which is 
really a drouth) of five or six months' 
continuance, I have had it planted in my 
gardeu, and after it had ripened one 
crop of seed I have cut it down to the 
roots, in the midst of this dry season, am: 
had a second crop, of inferior quality of 
course, to shoot up at once from 
the 


roots. I have been told that a third crop 
of fully-ripened stcd can thus be made 
from a single plant. 
I do not know what 


this can imply (fur the soil at that season 
gets dry as potsherd and nearly as hard), 
unless it means that above most other 
plants this lives off the atmosphere, 
which there certainly is densely charged 
with moisture from the sea. 
if was this 


unlimited 
capacity to stand 
drouth 


which .induced me to bring the seed 
home, in the belief that it would be of 
incalculable service to 
our Southern 


States, when our crops s'> often fail from
